Elba police staying busy 


The Elba Police Department has 
been busy in recent months and 
while statistics reveal that the num- 
ber of arrests and traffic tickets are 
up for the final quarter in 1988, Po- 
lice Chief Freddie Hanchey reports 
the increases are due to increased 
traffic enforcement and declares 
"Elba is not becoming a speed 
trap!" ' 

"We have received numerous 
complaints from citizens across the 
city concerned about cars speeding 
in residential areas," stated Han- 
chey, "and we have picked up our 
traffic enforcement in all areas. It is 
true that more vehicles are being 
stopped and more tickets are being 
written, but we aren't stopping cars 
that are going one mile over the 
speed limit. We are stopping cars 
that don't obey the speed limit and 
by doing so we are doing a better 
job of protecting the citizens in 
Elba." 


"The number of DUI (driving 
under the influence) cases has risen 
sharply," said Chief Hanchey, "and 
one reason is simply that more cars 
are being stopped. Another reason 
for the DUI's is the use of a new in- 
Strument that officers keep with 
them in their patrol cars. The in- 
strument is portable and when a 
driver is suspected of being intoxi- 
cated he breaths into the small com- 
puterized instrument, which will in- 
dicate the presence of alcohol. If a 
driver shows up positive, he is tak- 
en to the station and administered a 
test. The instrument is very accu- 
tate and has become a valuable tool 
in fighting drunk drivers." 

"With the increase in traffic en- 
forcement in recent months the fig- 
ures have risen,” said Hanchey, "but 
it is Our job to serve and protect the 
people of our city and we are going 
to do the best job we can. The best 
way to avoid getting a traffic ticket 
is to slow down and obey the speed 
limit: signs." 

Figures compiled from police 
records revealed that in a compari- 
son from the months of July, Au- 
gust and September to the months 
of October, November and Decem- 
ber, the number of arrests had risen 


from 36 to 52, while traffic tickets 
rose sharply from 40 to 139. 

Of the traffic tickets, speeding 
lickets rose from 15 to 48 and 
DUI's rose from 8 to 26. 

"Arrests are a misleading figure 
because when a person is charged 
with four counts of a crime, such as 
theft of property, it shows up as 
four arrests, when actually only one 


person is involved," stated Han- 
chey. "Traffic tickets are up because 
of what I have already reported, but 
a figure that is just as important is 
the one that reveals that over the 
same time period the number of 
traffic accidents declined from 42 to 
32. Looking at that figure indicates 
that the increased traffic enforce- 
ment is paying off."

A jury consisting of 12 white women and 2 black men were se- 
lected late Tuesday afternoon in the murder trial of Willie Simmons 
Jackson, an Elba man accused in the 1988 beating death of an elder- 
ly Elba resident.

The jury took their seats in the jury box at approximately 5:00 
p.m. Tuesday and were to begin hearing evidence in the case Wed- 


nesday. 


Jackson is accused of the beating death of Elmo Roberts, of Elba, 
and the case is expected to last approximately one week.

Assessment committee releases findings 


The assessment committee ap- 
pyres by the Elba City Board of 

ucation completed its survey of 
the Elba City School system re- 
cently and at the January 10, 1989

Rep. Holley feels budget will 


The Alabama Legislature will 
begin its regular session on Tues- 
day, February 7 and according to 
Representative Jimmy Holley the 
legislators should be in agreement 
over the need to pass a budget that 
all state agencies could work with. 

"For the first time since I've 
been in the Iegislature I have a 
strong feeling that during this ses- 
sion the budget isolation amend- 
ment will be honored and a budget 
will be adopted,” said Holley during 

/arecent interview. "Back in the Fob 


/ James administration an amendment 


was passed placing the adoption of 
a budget as the number one priori- 
ty, but as was evident in the most 
recent session, a resolution can be 
approved to waive the priority and 
when this happens the adoption of 
the budget can bog down. I believe 
that it will be more difficult to pass 
a budget isolation resolution during 
the upcoming session and the bud- 
get will get top priority. I have al- 
ways felt it was proper to deal with 
the budget first and I will continue 
to voice that opinion,” 

When asked about the upcoming 
budget, Rep. Holley stated "It is 
usually easier to pass a budget 
when we don't have a lot of money 
lo spend and that should be the case 
this year.” 

"Last year's Education Trust 
Fund included over $100 million in 
one time funds,” said Holley, "so, 
the funds available will be less this 
lime around. It has been estimated 
that the fund will experience a 5 to 
6 percent growth factor that will 
offset all but $20-40 million and 
when you're talking about that type 
shortage in a $2.3 billion budget it 
really isn't as drastic as it might ap- 


"The General Fund is expected to 
generate a 2 to 2 1/2 growth rate," 
added Holley, “and that should help

balance the normal increases in so- 
cial security and insurance that 
must always be considered." 

"With the funds apparently avail- 
able I can't see a pay raise this year 
for state employees," said Holley, 
“although one could consider the in- 
creased insurance and other items as 
a raise of sorts." 

Rep. Holley reported that during 
the session he will be a member of 
three committees, including com- 
mittees on rules, local government 
and elections. 

"The rules committee is busiest 
near the end of the session and sets 
the agenda for the legislature," stat- 
ed Holley, "while the election com- 
mittee deals with anything concern- 
ing elections and constitutional 
amendments’ and the committce in- 
volving local government deals 
with the League of Municipalities 
and with local legislation that 
would affect cities and counties at 
tie statewide level." 

Holley indicated that a bill to be- 
gin. a state lottery had been intro- 
duced for the past four years and ex- 
pected it to introduced again, but 
doubted any chances it might have 
for passage. 

. "More: than ever before," said 
Holley, "we need to work to adopt a 
timely and sound spending plan for 
the state. We will have time to 
work on other matters of impor- 
tance to the state, such as hazardous 
waste, but first a budget needs to 


approved."

The need for a 15,000 square 
foot gymnasium to serve both the 
Elba Elementary School and Elba 
Middle School was also reported 
and to construct such a facility 
would cost an estimated $750,000. 

Other capital outlay needs in- 
cluded vocational education equip- 
ment, computer equipment, site im- 
provement and three school buses. 

The total cost of the capital out- 
lay projects is estimated at 
$1,350,200. 

In the area of Staffing Needs, 
the committee pointed out the need 
to lower the pupil/teacher ratio, the 
addition of a guidance counselor to 
serve both the elementary and mid- 
dle schools, a librarian at the middle 
school, an additional speech and 
language specialist at the elemen- 
tary and middle schools and addi- 
tional support personnel at the ele- 
mentary school and middle school. 

The committee found that the

committee reported "The needs as- 
sessed were in the areas of staffing, 
physical facilities and curriculum, 

The committee stated "There 
seems to be a philosophy in the be- 
lief of an educational program 
which will promote the develop- 
ment of the individual by providing 
a wholesome atmosphere and a va- 
riety ef stimulating teaching meth- 
ods and techniques to motivate 
learning in all students. All build- 
ings are in good condition with the 
general with the exception of gener- 
al maintenance, painting and roof- 
ing in a few areas, The hysical fa- 
cility needs are primarily in grades 
K through 6, where there is a need 
for six new classrooms and a gym 
for indoor physical education." 

In its Narrative On Opera- 
tions, the committee reported "The 
principal in working with their fa- 
culty and lay citizens have formu- 
lated educational objectives which

Several weeks ago, federal agents‘ 


arrested a man who was charged 
with, operating one of the South- 
east’s largest cocaine \)perations. 
The Sais was taken to ‘<dleral court, 
where the jury found him guilty of 
the allegations. U. S. Disirict 
Court Judge W. Brevard Hand hand- 
ed down one of the strictest sentenc- 
es ever given to a drug kingpin--life 
in prison without parole. Before 
pronouncing the sentence, Judge 
Hand asked the defendant if he had 
anything to say to the court. The 
cocaine czar said only that he was 
sorry he ever came to Mobile. 
Judge Hand's reply was hardly sym- 
pathetic, "I bet you are," the judge 
replied, 

The judge was not moved by the 
criminal’s callous attitude. Perhaps 
4 more emotional confession might 
have led the judge to pronounce a 
less harsh verdict; perhaps not. But 
the mars refusal to acknowledge 
his wrongdoing in any way made 
the judge's strict sentence seem 
only appropriate. A recalcitrant 
spirit never receives mercy. 

We Christians ought to remem- 
ber that maxim when we pause to 
say our prayers. Too much of the 
time our prayer experience is devoid 
of any sincere confession. We check 
with God, ready with our wish list 
of blessings for Him to bring, but 
seldom do we fall to our knees in 


penalne repentance of the ways we 
lave grieved God, 

This Wednesday,*February 8 isa 
significant day on the church's cal- 
endar. It is Ash Wednesday. 
Some of you observe this day with 
deep devotion, Others of you may 
not know what I am even talking 
about. 

Ash Wednesday is the beginning 
of the Lenten season, the forty days 
of the church's preparation for the 
Easter celebration. Lent is a time 
when people of God repent of their 
sins and focus on the sorrow and 
sacrifice of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

True repentance is more than 
mouthing a few sorrowful sentences 
about wrong deeds we may have 
committed, The repentance that 
moves God is deeply rooted mourn- 
ing over the human sinfulness and 
an honest openness to the presence 
of the Holy Spirit, which enables 
us to live holy lives. 

One day the Scripture promises 
that we all will stand before Him 
who judges the living and the dead. 
When that Great Judge asks of us, 
"Do you have anything to say?" our 
penitent spirits will have prepared 
us to respond accordingly--not stub- 
bornly, but openly; not proudly, 
but humbly; not haughty, but 
meckly, The Judge will be moved, 
and our lives will be spared.

What can the Christian 
do about abortion? 


When a baby is killed by abortion every twenty seconds in Ameri- 
ca, Christians must take action. 
vs. Wade, January 22, 1973, made abortion on demand legal in the 


The supreme court decision of Roe 


United States, but it did not make it moral, or right in God's Sight. 
Since God hates "hands that shed innocent blood" (Prov. 6:16-17), 
Christians must act. Paul tells Christians to "have no fellowship 
with the unfruitful works of darkness, but rather reprove them" 
(Eph, 5:11). Abortion is an "unfruitful work of darkness." 


Repentance is the beginning 


place for the Christian, whether the 


Christian has had an abortion, been involved in advocating abortion, 
or has just been apathetic toward this vital issue of human rights. 
God is a loving Father who wishes to forgive those who turn to 


Him in repentance. 


It is also essential that the Christian become educated on this is- 
sue, and do all that he can to educate otHers to the teaching of the 
Bible concerning the sanctity of life and the need to protect unborn 
life. Most thinking people would be opposed to abortion on demand 
if they knew what the Bible teaches, and knew that abortion is not 
merely a medical procedure, but is in fact infanticide. 

Jesus likened Christians to the "salt of the earth," and "the light of 
the world” (Matt. 5:13-16). This implies that the Christian must be 
involved in his world, including being a good citizen. As a good cit- 
izen, he is obligated to exercise his rights of citizenship. That in- 
cludes voting his conscience in elections, and supporting candidates 
who are pro-life. The Christian should write letters to his senators 
and congressmen to encourage them to support pro-life issues, and a 
pro-life amendment to the constitution, 

Christians must do more than talk about the issue of abortion, but 
must become actively involved in the struggle by supporting finan- 
cially and in other ways groups such as AGAPE, and Right to Life. 
When the Christian advises a young woman to avoid abortion, he 
should be compassionate enough to offer her the help she needs to 


be able to avoid abortion. 


Abortion has become an easily practiced "after the fact" birth con- 
trol method. To some, abortion is the only answer to the tragic re- 
sult of adultery, or fornication. But the tragedy of a baby conceived 
out of wedlock should not be compounded by punishing the one in- 
nocent party, the unborn baby, by death through abortion. 

James said, "to him that knoweth to do good, and docth it not, to 
him it is sin" (James 4:17). The conscience of every Christian 


should be stirred up so that he 


will fight to protect the lives of all 


unborn children. Pray that this ugly blot on the soul of America 


will cease.

Home Economic Students 
Studying Food Groups

Mrs. Joan Hobbs, Home Eco- 
nomics teacher at Zion Chapel 
High School, recently has been 
teaching her classes about food. 

In this study the students have 
been Icarning about the dangers of 
food not being well-prepared, and 
about other regulations concerning 
the four major food groups. 

The classes have learned about 
the four bacteria, which are the ma- 
jor causes of food poisoning. Sal- 
monclla, for instance, is a very 
‘common type of food poisoning 
that is not fatal. It can be caused by 
raw meat, poultry, eggs, milk prod- 
ucts, and products made from these 


items. 

Staphylococcus is a bacteria that 
grows in meats, salads, sandwiches, 
and especially, cream fillings in 
desserts. This bacteria cannot be de- 
stroyed by baking or boiling like 
many others. 

Closria Perfringens is a wide- 
spread bacteria in animal feces, soil, 
and sewage. It can be prevented if 
leftovers are put in the refrigerator 
instead of being left at room tem- 
pertaure. 

Botulism is a very rare but fatal 
type of food poisoning caused from 
poor canning methods, It even takes 
a temperature greater than the boil- 
ing point to kill this bacteria. 


Greenhouse Effect Is Of 
Interest To Local Students

The "greenhouse effect" has been 
a major concern of scientists for 
years, but until recently hasn't 
weighed very heavily on the minds 
of the public in general. Due to the 
amount of reports and television 
lime it has received, however, the 
public is now very much concerned 
about what it’s doing to our world. 

In this article, I thought it might 
be interesting to find out a little 
about what the "greenhouse effect" 
is. 

The greenhouse effect is the be- 
havior of the carth's atmosphere 
that caues heat from the sun to be 
trapped near the earth's surface. The 
earth's atmosphere allows most of 
the sunlight that reaches it to pass 


through and heat the earth's surface. 
Very little infrared radiation is ab- 
sorbed by the carbon dioxide, 
ozone, and water i the earth's at- 
mosphere, and the rest is sent back 
into space. 

In recent years the amount of 
these gases has risen and is expected 
to conlinue to rise, causing more 
infrared radiation to be absorbed. 

“This increase would, in turn, dis- 
rupt the earth's delicate ecological 
balance, 

What I found out was very near 
what students in Mrs, Anita Grant's 
classes told me about it. Mrs. Grant 
polled her biology class and 20 out 
of 25 students knew exactly what 
the greenhouse effect was.

A jury needed only 45 minutes 
of deliberation Friday afternoon be- 
fore finding an Elba man guilty of 
capital murder in connection with 
the July 1987 beating death of a an 
elderly Elba resident. 

Willie Simmons "Billy Boy” 
Jackson, age 38, was found guilty 
of capital murder in the death of 87- 
year-old Elmo Roberts and also 
guilty of four counts of forgery- 
second degree, 

The jury recommended life with- 
out parole for Jackson; however, 
Judge Gary McAliley delayed sen- 
tencing until March 14 at 1:30 
p.m., following a pre-sentencing 
investigation and the submission of 
sentencing recommendations by de- 
fense and prosecution attorneys. 

District Attorney Joel Folmar 
had sought the death penalty in the 
trial and in the sentencing hearing 
re-submitted evidence presented dur- 
ing the three-day trial, as well as a 
copy of a document by Dr. Joe W. 
Dixon, one of three psychiatrists at 
the Taylor-Hardin Secure Medical 
Facility who evaluated Jackson and 
found him competent to stand trial. 

Defense attorney Paul Young 
told of Jackson's childhood and 
questioned Jackson's aunt, who stat- 
ed Jackson grew up without paren- 
tal support and was influenced by 
the alcohol abuse of elderly family 
members. 

Judge McAliley will announce 


his sentence at the March 14 hear- 


ing. 

The 12-woman, 2-man jury be- 
gan hearing opening arguments in 
the case within minutes of being 
sworn in and heard Coffee County 
District Attorney Joel Folmar state 
that he would show evidence that 
the attack occurred on July 3, 1987 
and that Jackson killed Roberts by 
striking the victim in the head with 
a metal iron and "cruelly aiid brutal- 
ly cutting his throat with a pair of 
scissors” and then taking a broom

Rural traffic fatalities decline 


Preliminary figures released re- 
cently by the Alabama Department 
of Public Safety indicated that traf- 
fic fatalities on Alabama's rural 
roadways decreased by 18 percent in 
1988. 

According to Col. thomas H. 
Wells, director of DPS, during 
1988 a total of 635 people died in 
rural traffic accidents, compared to 
770 in 1987. 

"This is a significant one-year 

savings in lives," said Col. Wells. 
"A concentrated enforcement effort 
and the cooperation of the motoring 
public helped reduce overall the 
number of rural traffic deaths last 
year.” 
Wells noted the high incidence 
of alcohol involvement in traffic fa- 
talities and cited reports filed with 
the Department of Public Safety 
which showed alcohol involvement 
in 33 percent of all traffic deaths in 
Alabama in 1987. 

To increase trooper DUI arrests 
and decrease alcohol-related fatali- 
ties, state troopers last year took 
part in specialized DUI training and 
made 9,715 arrests for DUI, com- 
pared to 9,392 in 1987, 

Wells said state troopers will 
continue to make every effort to 


keep accidents, injuries and fatali- 
ties to a minimum in 1989 and add- 
ed that the motoring public played 
an important role in the reduction 
of traffic deaths by driving defen- 
sively and carefully and practicing 
safe driving habits, such as regular 
safety belt use.

You are being 
asked to judge the conduct of anoth- 
er human being. Always ask your- 
self ‘why? 

During testimony Wednesday, 
Medical Examiner Alfredo Paredes 
stated that Roberts bled to death as 
a result of blunt force and sharp 
force injuries to the head and neck. 


Elba Rescue Squad Captain Son- 
ny Inman testified that he discov- 
ered Roberts’ body "in a pool of 
blood" in the apartment in which he 
lived at approximately 4:30 p.m. 
on July 5, 

Inman also stated that he had 
seen Jackson walking down the 
street about two blocks from the 
apartment earlier that morning 
when he went to pick up Mrs. Bru- 
nease Winston, who owned the 
apartment that adjoins her home, 

Mrs. Winston testified that she 
found Roberts’ body when she went 
into the apartment following a re- 
quest from one of the victim's chil- 
dren. 

Defense attorney Paul Young 
motioned for a mistrial during Wed- 
nesday’s trial because two checks al- 
legedly forged by Jackson had not 
been identified as evidence for the 
prosecution until a forensics expert 
testified that Jackson's fingerprints 
were found on the checks. 

Judge Gary McAliley denied the 
motion and later denied an objection 
by Young to testimony given by 
Alabama Bureau of Investigation 
fingerprint expert Gloria Walters 


A tape recorded confession given 
by Jackson was heard by the jury 
Thursday and in the confession the 
accused said "I was broke, disgusted 
and needed money." 

In the pared confession, Jackson 
admitted causing the death of Rob- 
erts on July 5, 1987 by striking 
the victim in the head with a metal 
iron, cutting his throat with a pair 
of blunt-end scissors and forcing a 
broom handle down the victim's 
throat. 

Coffee County Investigator 
Bruce DeVane stated Thursday that 
Jackson was arrested and charged 
with forgery after a clerk identified 
Jackson as the man who had passed 
the checks at a fast food restaurant 
on July 6. 

The clerk stated that Jackson fre- 
quented the restaurant and said that 
on the day in question he appeared 
nervous and “acted a little weird.” 

DeVane testified that conversa- 
uons with Jackson after the forgery 
arrest and other information 
prompted the capital murder war- 
rant, which was served on Jackson 
in the Coffee County jail on July 
7, 1987.
